Federal Mediation Suggested 
to Adjust Grievances of 
the Unionites. 


Thousands of Men on the 
Pacific Coast Division 
are Affected.

AN FRANCISCO, Aug. 1.—Fed- 
S eral mediation of differences 

over which 8500 employees of 
the Pacific division of the Southern 
PacifiCc Company threaten to strike 
Saturday night was suggested today 
in a letter sent by W. R. Scott, vice- 
president and general manager of 
the road, to members of the Co- 
operative board of the general com- 


mittees of the four unions involved. 


Scott's letter was sent in answer 
to a communication from members 
of the co-operative. board, which 
said: 

“Having exhausted all resources 
to amicably adjust these matters, 
without avail, the co-operative 
board, representing men employed 
in engine, train, yard and hostlers 
service, does hereby give notice that 
the men it represents will withdraw 
from the service in a body and go 
on strike, as authorized by their 
vote on the question at issue, at 6 
p.m. Saturday unless the commit- 
tees contentions are granted before 
that time.” 

SOURCR OF DIFFERENCE. - 

Differences between the com- 
pany and employees, according to 
the correspondence, grow out of 
settiement of grievances of various 
employees against the company. De- 
cisions of railroad officials in thir- 
ty-five of the engineers’ and fire- 
men's cases were accepted by the 
union and eighty-two were rejected. 
One decision in conductors’ cases 
Was accepted and ten rejected. 
Union officials wrote that in prac- 
tically every case listed as rejected 
the decisions were repetitions of

“This attitude on the part of the 
company, unless changed, makes 
impossible a peaceable settlement 
on these questions,” the document 
reads.

Failure to 
dispose of these dockets serves to 
prevent the application of the re- 
cent eight-hour. settlement, it was 
declared.

FLAYS MICHAELIS. 


SAYS SECRET TREATY 
STORY IS A LIF. 


He Declares the German Chan- 
cellor’s Statement is Grossly In- 
accurate Concerning His Nation 
and Russia in Alleged Scheme 
to Secure Teuton Territory.

PARIS, Aug. 1.—Premier Ribot 
replied in the chamber yesterday to 
the declaration made Saturday by 
Dr. Michaelis, the German Chancel- 
lor, that there was a secret treaty 
between France and Russia, having 
in view plans of conquest. Premier 
Ribot after saying he was convinced 
that Spain would apply the decree 
interning the German submarine 
which anchored in the harbor of 
Corunna, Monday evening, said: 

“I wish to reply to the singular 
speech which Dr. Michaelis thought 
fit to invite the Berlin journalists to 
hear. The German Chancellor pub- 
licly commanded the French govern- 
ment to declare whether in secret 
June 1 the French government had 
not made in communication to the 
Chamber of Deputies the terms of a 
secret treaty made before the Bus- 
sian revolution whereby the 
peror bound himself to support 
French pretensions to German ter- 
ritory on the left bank of the Rhine. 


GIVES THE LIE. 


»The Chancellor's version contains 
gross inaccuracies and absolute lies, 
notably regarding the role he at- 
tributes to the President of the re- 
public in giving an order to sign 
a treaty unknown to Premier Briand. 
The chambers know how things 
passed. M. Doumergue (ex- Premier 
and Foreign Minister) after a con- 
versation with the Emperor, de- 
manded and obtained M. Briand’s au- 
thorization to take note of the Em- 
peror’s promise to support our claim 
to Alsace-Lorraine and to leave us 
free to seek guarantees against fresh 
aggression, not by annexing terri- 
tories on the left bank of the Rhine, 
but making an autonomous state of 
these territories which would pro- 
tect us and also Belgium against in- 
vasion. 

“We have never thought to do 
what Bismarck did in 1871. We are 
therefore entitled to deny the al- 
legatlon of the Chancellor, who evi- 
dently knows of the letters ex- 
changed February, 1917, at Petrfö- 
grad and falsified since as his most 
illustrious predecessor falsified the 
Ems dispatch. Whenever the Rus- 
sian government is willing to pub- 
lish these letters we have no ob- 
jection. 

“The Chancellor refrained from 
speaking about my declaration 
March 21, wherein I repudiated in 
France’s name any policy of con- 
quest and annexation by force. He 
has willfully forgotten my language 
May 22 in the chamber, saying we 
were ready to enter into conversa- 
tion with Russia as to the object of 
the war and if the German people 
whose right to live and develop 
peacefully we do not contest, under- 
stood that we wished peace founded 
on the right of people, the conclu- 
sion of peace would thereby be sin- 
gularly facilitated. 

“Finally the Chancellor passed 
over in silence the resolution unani- 
mously voted after the June secret 
session.”’ 

HIS WARNING. 

Here Premier Ribot read from his 
speech in the chamber warning 
against those who wished to spread 
the conviction that France was seek- 
ing conquest and read the terms of 
the resolution adopted by the 
chamber at that time declaring that 
peace conditions must include the 
liberation of territories occupied by 
Germany, the return of Alsace-Lor- 
raine to France, and just reparation 


tor damage done in the invaded re- 


gions. The resolutions also favored 
the creation of a league of nations 
for the maintenance of peace. 

“Who now dare say to the world 
that we wish annexation?’ contin- 
ued Premier Ribot. Such maneu- 
vers are too crude to deceive any 
one, especially the democratic 
masses of the Russian people, who it 
is vainly being tried to separate from 
their allles by deceiving them as to 
the true sentiments of French de- 
mocracy. What is the Chancellor 
seeking?

At this time the officer 
of the deck and others on the 
bridge saw a white streak about fifty 
yards ahead of the ship, crossing 
from starboard to port at right 
angles to our course.

Bonar Law Shows How Much 
More Germany is Forced 
to Spend.

“Two 
things are to be accomplished—to 
raise armies and to maintain indus- 
tries. It is self-evident that the 
problem is not absolutely to prevent 
interference with industry, for that 
is impossible. It is to reduce inter- 
ference to a minimum. A balance 
must be struck and maintained be- 
tween the military and the indus- 
trial needs of the nation. 

“In makine this economic balance 
it is the interest of the nation solely 
that must be subserved.”’

Although some of the more 
radical members advised immediate 
vengeance, conservatism prevailed, 
and the leaders advised the men to 
“keep their mouths closed.” 
MINERS BITTER. 

An intensely-bitter feeling is prev- 
alent among the miners, and sev- 
eral have made threats. One de- 
clared that “we will get every mem- 
ber of the lynching party, and ten 
men for every one of us taken.“ 

The Chief of Police has ordered 
every available detective to make 
an effort to apprehend the vigilantes. 
Three hundred members of the State 
Militia stationed here are ready for 
any possible emergency, while more 
Came into Butte today. 

Although the authorities state 
that they have no clew leading to 
the identity of the members of the 
lynching party, members of the 
metal mine workers state that they 
know the identity of five, and are 
on the trail of the sixth. 7 

Little, who recently referred in a 
speech here to United States sol- 
diers as “Uncle Sam's scabs in uni- 
form,”’ was taken from a lodzing- 
house at 3:30 o'clock this morning 
by masked men and hanged to a 
railroad trestle on the outskirts of 
the city. His body was identified by 
Chief of Police Jerry Murphy, whe 
ose it down at 8 o’clock this morn- 

Since his arrival in Butte recently 
from Globe, Ariz., Little had made 
a number of speeches to strikers, in 
ali of which he had attacked the 
government and urged the men to 
shut down the mines of the Butte 
district. In two addresses he re- 
ferred to United States soldiers as 
“Uncle Sam's scabs in uniform,” and 
he was bitter in his denunciation of 
the government. His record was 
under investigation by the Federal 
authorities, whose attention had 
been called to his activities. 

ANOTHER THEORY. 


On the other hand the report was 
current that Little was in the em- 
ploy of a prominent detective agen- 
cy, and one theory is that he was 
the victim of the radical element of 
which he appeared to be a member. 

Little took a very prominent part 
in recent labor troubles in Arizona. 
He addressed a letter to Gov. Camp- 
bell of Arizona protesting against 
the deportation of L.W.W. members 
from Bisbee. This letter was writ- 
ten from Salt Lake. Gov. Campbell 
replied telling Little he resented his 
interference and his threats. Little 
was understood to have the confi- 
dende of William D. Haywood, seo- 
retary of the I. W. W. national or- 
ganization, and was regarded here 
as one of Haywood's chief lieu- 
tenants. Little was a cripple, but 


very active and a forceful « ker. 
On Little’s body was a - 
ing these words, “First and last 


warning. Others take notive. Vigi- 
lantes.” 

Little was taken out of the Steel 
Block by a party of masked men, 
who carried him away in an automo- 
bile. He was not given time to 
dress. The Steel Block is near Finn 
Hall, which ts the headquarters for 
the new Metal Mine Workers Union, 
which recently called a strike of 
miners, and which was frequently 
addressed by Little. 

The raid on Little's room had 
been well planned. Six masked men 
drove uf to the front of the hotel at 
five minutes past three. One stood 
upon the sidewalk in front of the 
rooming-house. The others entered 
the house. Not a word was spoken 
nor a command given. Everything 
worked by seeming prearrangement. 

SELECTED THE ROOM. 


The men seemed even to have se- 
lected the room in which Little was 
supposed to sleep. Without a word 
of instruction to each other they 
quickly broke into room No. 80 on 
the ground floor. A flashlight was 
thrown into the room. The men 
seemed surpised to find the room 
unoccupied. « 

Mrs, Nora Byrne, landlady of the 
Steele Block, awoke when the door 
to room No. 80 was broken in. She 
slept in an adjoining room at the 
front of the building. 

“A mistake somewhere,” she heard 
the men say as they searched the 
adjoining room. Then she heard the 
men move to the door of her room. 
The door was pushed slightly open. 
Mrs. Byrne jumped to the door and 
held it. 

„Walt until I get my clothes on, 
she told them. Then she asked who 
they were and what they wanted. 

“We are officers and we want 
Frank Little,” one of the men told 
her. 

Mrs. Byrne got into a bathrobe, 
again went to the door and opened 
it. The leader of the masked men 
poked a revolver into the opening of 
the door. 

“Where is Frank Little?” he re- 


peated. 

“He is in room No. 82.“ answered 
Mrs. Byrne. 

The men quickly ran down the 
hall, tried to open the door to No. 
8?, and then gave it a kick that 
broke the lock off the door. They 
entered the room. Mrs. Byrne said 
she believed that police officers had 
arrested Little. 

She heard the men coming from 
Little’s room, saw them half lead 
and half carry him across the side- 
walk and push him into the waiting 
motor car. The six men jumped into 
the car beside the driver and went 
south on Wyoming street. 

HANGING ON TRESTLE. 


The body was found hanging on 
the north side of the trestle. The 
ties on the trestle are about forteen 
feet above the roadway. Little's feet 
were about five feet from the ground. 
On the back of his head was a 
bloody mark. Late this morning the 
Coroner had not determined whether 
the mark was a gunshot wound or 
an abrasion from a blow or an old 
sore. Ah autopsy will be held this 
afternoon. 

Little had only his underclothes on 
when taken from his room in the 
Steele Block. He is not known to 
have made any outcry or demanded 
any explanation. It is presumed that 
a towel form his room was tied 
across his mouth, one of the towels 
left there by the landlady being 
missing. 

Upon the part of the undercloth- 
Ine covering the man's right thigh 
was a pasteboard placard, about six 
by ten inches, bearing in red crayon 
letters the inecription: 

“Others take notice. First and 
last warning. %-7-77. I. D. C. 88. 
W.T.” A ciroele was about the letter

the card were inscribed with a lead 
pencil,

REDS EULOGIZE 


LATE AGITATOR. 


Declare Lynching of Little 
will Cement Loyalty. 
Refused to Work on the Rock 
Pile at Fresno Jail. 


Haywood Greatly Shocked at 
the News from Butte. 


[BY A. F. NIGHT WIRE. 

COLUMBUS (N. M.) Aug. 1.— 
“The action of the men in Butte in 
hanging Frank Little will cement 
the. loyalty of the Industrial Work- 
ers of the World throughout the 
country,” Fred H. Moore, attorney 
for the IL W. W., said here today in 
the detention camp at Columbus. 

Moore declined to answer a query 
as to what effect the hanging in 


Butte would have upon the labor 


situation in Arizona as related to 
the IW. W movement. Moore said 
the men in the LW. W. camp re- 
mained firm in their stand to con- 


tinue their present attitude and to 
maintain the position they assumed 
when deported from Bisbee and the 
Warren district. He said no for- 
mal action was taken when the an- 
nouncement of Little’s hanging was 
made. 

According to official reports here, 
only ninety-seven of the 1168 men 
deported from the Warren district 
have left camp. They have asked 
army officers for blankets, as many 
are without coats or bedding and 
the nights are cool. : 

LITTLE A FRESNO MAN. 
{BY A. P. DAY WIRE.) 

FRESNO, Aug. 1.—Frank H. Lit- 
tle, the I. W. W. organizer who was 
lynched at Butte early this morn- 
ing, lived in Fresno until seven 
years ago, when he became a na- 
tional officer of the I. W. W. 

According to the local police, Lit- 
tle organized and personally led the 
so-called “free-speech campaign” in 
Fresno in 1910, when several hun- 
dred I. W. W. members were arrested 
for violating a city ordinance. 

The jail was filled to overflowing, 
and each man arrested demanded a 
separate jury trial and forced night 
sessions of the Police Court. Little 
refused to work on the municipal 
rock pile, and was placed on a 
bread-and-water diet in a dark cell, 
the police state. Little imported 
agitators from all parts of the na- 
tion. The street riots continued 
over a period of a year. A thou- 
sand armed citizens raided the I. W. 
W. camp just outside the city, 
burned the tents and forced the in- 
mates to leap into a near-by irri- 
gation canal. Many of the water- 
soaked men fled and never returned 
to the city, according to the police. 

Citizens, also dragged the 1.W.W. 
members m soap boxes on street 
corners after the speakers had in- 
sulted the American flag. A mob 
surrounded the jail, but Sheriff 
Chittenden quieted the crowd in a 
speech from the jall doors. During 
one of the riots inside the jail the 
fire department was called out and 
a stream of water turned on the 
prisoners, who were flooded into 
submission in their cells. The mu- 
hicipal rock ae finally checked the 
“invasion” of agitators. 
THREATENED GOV. CAMPBELL.

SALT LAKE CITY, Aug. 1.—F. 

. Little, the LW.W. organizer 
lynched today at Butte, telegraphed 
Gov. Campbell of Arizona from here 
July 17 as follows regarding the de- 
portation from the State of mem- 
bers of the I. W. W.: 

“Understand that the mine own- 
ers’ mob will take same action at 
Globe and Miami as was taken at 
Bisbee. The membership of the I. 
W. W. is getting tired of the lawless- 
ness of the capitalistic class and will 
no longer stand for such action. If 
you, as Governor, cannot uphold the 
law, we will take same into our own 
hands. Will you act, or must we?” 

In reply Gov. Campbell said he 
felt sure no deportations could oc- 
cur with the Federal troops sta- 
tioned in the district, and that he 
was using his best efforts to protect 
the rights of all citizens. Conclud- 
ing, he said: 

“IT resent your disloyal and 


timely threats in view of my earnest |. 


efforts to bring law and order and 
such forces as will maintain same, 
and further like behavior on your 
part will be punished to the full 
extent of my authority.” 

KNOWN IN CHICAGO.

CHICAGO, Aug. 1.—Frank Little 
had been identified with the Indus- 
trial Workers of the World since 
1906. His home was Fresno, Cal. 
He was 38 years old and single. 

Word of his death was received 
with emotion by W. D. Haywood, 
secretary of the national organiza- 
tion of the I. W. W. 

“Frank Little was an earnest ad- 
vocate of the interests of the work 
ing classes,“ said Mr. Haywood. “I 
cannot begin to say how deeply I 

gret his death. He was well 

nown not only to Industrial Work- 
ers of the World, but to working 
classes generally throughout the 
West.“ 

Before becoming identified with 
the I. W. W. organization in an offi- 
cial capacity, Little was a miner. In 
a recent trip from Phoenix to Globe, 
Aris, he met with an accident, 
breaking a leg. He had not fully 
recovered from the injury. 

GOVERNOR'S STATEMENT.

Little wae one of the Industria 
Workers of the World present at a 
meeting here which wes broken up 
by Federal troops, only to recon- 
vene on a hillside outside the town.

“would burn every wheat field in 
the United States if their demands 
were not granted.”

LW.W. Circulate Appeal to 
Stop Lumber Industry. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE—EXCLESIVE DISPATCH] 

PORTLAND (Or.) Aug. 1.— 
Learning that a large body of I. 
W. W. strike agitators had left their 
downtown headquarters and headed 
for the lumber 
river, a riot squad of police left the 
station today in automobiles, under 
orders to crush any disturbance, if 
necessary by force, and _ tonight 
close watch has been placed on all 
big plants. 

“Handle these agitators in the 
severest manner possible,” Mayor 
Baker told N. F. Johnson, who took 
up his new duties as Police Chief 


this morping. 
Two “new brooms” were “sweep- 


ing clean” in the police department 
throughout the day. Chief Johnson, 
assisted by former Chief John 
Clark, now inspector, had reserves 
ready to take the fleld at an in- 
stant’s notice, anticipating that the 
I. W. W. were to call their general 
lumber workers’ strike as soon as 
the mills opened. 

From his bench in police court 
the new judge, George P. Rossman, 
let no LW.W. escape, ordering 
those already under arrest to 
held for further investigation. 

CIRCULATE APPEAL. 

Despite the arrest of several lead- 
ers, I. W. W. succeeded in circulating 
widely their appeal to all mill work- 
ers for a general strike in the lum- 
ber industry for the eight-hour day. 

“The bosses have one big union! 
Why not the workers?” 

“Are you to be a slacker? Are yo 
going to join your fellow-workers 
in their gigantic battle? Are you 
ing to support them?!“ 

These inscriptions on a poster, 
asking workers to strike tmmedi- 
ately, have been handed out broad- 
cast by strike organizers, who have 
been sent out from local I. W. W. 
headquarters for the past several 
weeks. 

The posters, many of which have 
been garnered in by the police. bear 
the following reasons for 
the strike: 

“Tet us get at the facts straight 
from the shoulder. According to 
Ralph Clement Frvant, F. N. M. A., 
professor of lumberine at Tale Un- 
versitv, who never was a member 
of anv labor organization, there are 
1.900.900.000,000 feet of lumber in 
the Northwest, and the ownership 
of timber is more concentrated Here 
than in anv other lumber area in 
America. Three interests control 
24% ver cent. of the timber area of 
the Northwest. The Southern Pa- 
eine owns 195,000,000 00 /%/% board 
feet, the Wever haeuser interests 
own 95,700,000.000 hoard feet. and 
the Northern Pacific owns 9.200. 
900.000 board feet. Thirtyv-eicht m- 
terests” control more than 59 rer 
cent. of the stumpage of the Pa- 
eine Northwest. 

THREE BIG INTERESTS. 

“In other words, it is the three 
great interests that are organized 
into the one big union of the lum- 
ber trust that is fighting the lumber 
workers for the right to organize, 
to make decent living conditions.

COPENHAGEN, Aug. 1.—Empe- 
ror William today issued the follow- 
ing proclamation to the German 


people: 
“To the German people: Three 
years of hard fighting are behind 
us. With grief we remember our 
dead, with pride our soldiers, now 
fighting, with confidence all our 
workers, and with a heavy heart 
those who are languishing in cap- 
tivity, but, above all, our thoughts 
stand resolute in the determination 
to prosecute this righteous war of 
defense to a successful termination. 
“The enemy is stretching out his 
hands toward German territory, but 
he shall never have it. New nations 
continue to enter into the war 
against us, but that does not fright- 
en us. We know our strength, and 
we are determined to make use of 
it. They wish to see us weak and 
powerless, at their feet, but they 
shall not prevail. 

“They received disdatnfully our 
words of peace; they did not know 
how Germany could fight. Through- 
out the world they have slandered 
the German name, but they cannot 
extinguish the glory of German 
deeds. 

“Thus we stand erect at the close 
of this year, unmovable, victorious 
and intrepid. Our trials may still 
await us, but we shall meet them 
with a grave mien and full 4f faith. 
“Through the three years’ 
achievement the mightv German 
people have become firm in their 
resistance against all that the pow- 
er of the enemy can conceive. If the 
enemy wishes to prolong the suffer- 
ings of war they will weigh more 
heavily upon him than upon ws. 

“For that which has been accom- 
Plished on the front let us at home 
show our gratitude by tireless toil.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 1.—The ad- 
ministration food control bil. 
stripped of the features opposed by 
President Wilson, was reported out 
of conference today, just one month 
after the date the President had 
hoped to see it enacted into law. 

Enactment some time next week 

now is predicted. House conferees 
will make their report tomorrow, 
and favorable action probably will 
be taken on it Friday. Senate ap- 
proval probably will follow early 
next week, although extended debate 
is expected in the Senate, owing to 
elimination of Senate amendments 
providing for a Congressional war 
expenditures committee and a three- 
member food control board. 
The deadlock conference was 
broken by Senator, Warren of Wyo- 
ming, Republican, in agreeing to 
vote with the Democrats to strike 
out the war expenditures commit- 
tee amendment. 

Senator Warren is understood to 
have been influenced by a tacit un- 
derstanding that the Senate Rules 
Committee will report favorably, 
and as a separate measure, a resolu- 
tion to provide for a joint Congres- 
sional committee on the conduct of 
introduced by 
Weeks of Massachusetts. Whether 
this resolution can be put through 
both houses is problemati Ad- 
ministration leaders will w a bit- 
ter fight against it. 

Conferees from each house to- 
night declared they had emerged 
from conference victorious.

DRY AMENDMENT 
PASSES SENATE 


Adopt Resolution to Submit 
it to the States. 


Vote is Eight More than the 
Necessary Two-thirds. 


House Still Must Act on the 
Favored Proposal.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 1.—A reso- 
lution for submission to the States 
of a prohibition amendment to the 
Federal Constitution was adopted 
late today by the Senate. The vote 
was 65 to 20, eight more than the 
necessary two-thirds. 

As adopted, the resolution con- 
tains a provision that the States 
must be asked to ratify the amend- 
ment within six years. The House 
still must act on the resolution.

FIRST APPROVAL. 
‘The proposed constitutional 


amendment is the first initiated by 
Congress since that providing for 
popular election of United States 
Senators, approved in 1911. It is 
the first time that either branch of 
Congress has approved a constitu- 
tional amendment for prohibition. 

As adopted the resolution, which 
was submitted by Senator Sheppard 
of Texas, Democrat, would add the 
following article to the Federal Con- 
sitution: 

“The manufacture, sale or trans- 
portation of intoxicating liquors 
within, the importation thereof, 
into, or the exportation thereof 
from, the United States, all territory 
subject to the jurisdiction thereof, 
for beverage purposes is hereby pro- 
hibited. 

“This article shall be inoperative 
unless it shall have been ratified as 
an amendment to the Constitution 
by the Legislatures of the several 
States, as provided in the Constitu- 
tion, within six years from the date 
of the submission thereof to the 
States by the Congress. : 

“The Congress shall have power 
to enforce this article by appropri- 
ate legislation.” 

On the final roll call several mem- 
bers said to oppose prohibition voted 
for the resolution, desiring, they 
said, to have the wet and dry battle 
transferred from the national capital 
to the States, and to prevent prohi- 
‘bition propaganda from impeding 
other matters before Congress. 

SHARP CONTEST. 


A sharp contest was precipitated 
over Senator Harding’s amendment 
to limit time for State action, but it 
was supported by both wets and 
drys.

TWO TORPEDOES FIRED. 


“(6.) The torpedo fired at the D 
passed from starboard to port about 
forty yards ahead of the ship, leav- 
ing a distinct wake which was visible 
for about 400 or 500 yards.

2 U.S. A. was on the starboard wing 
of the bridge of the D at the time 
and states:

W. was roused out of his sleep and 
went to his station and found un- 
mistakable evidence of the presence 
of a submarine. He had been there 
only a few seconds when the radio 
operator reported “submarine very 
close to us.” As the submarine 
passed the B and the flagahip's bow 
and disappeared close aboard on our 
port bow, between the columns, it 
was followed by the B, which ran 
down between the columns and 
when the latter resumed her station 
she reported that there were strong 
indications of the presence of two 
submarines astern which were grow- 
‘ing fainter. The B then was sent 
to guard the rear of the convoy. 

IN WAIT OFF AZORES. 


“(8.) When I was in Paris I was 
shown, by the United States naval! 
attache, a confidential official bulle- 
tin of information issued by the 
General Staff, dated July 6, which 
contained the following: 

Punta Delgada, Azores, 
bombarded at 9 am., July 4. This 
Which

A QUEER LETTER. 


One letter of queer meaning in- 
structs Little to “throw away those 
crutches. F. says they are no good 
to you.” Little was known in Butte 
since his arrival here as a cripple, 
explaining that he was suffering 
from a broken ankle and from rup- 
tures induced by “two gunmen 
jumping on him in El Paso.” 

“It is the most unwise thing that 
has happened in Butte,“ said United 
States District Attorney B. X.

William Mead Claims Specifica- 
tions as Drawn will Work Hard- 
ship on Taxpayers. Because of 
Patents on Material to be Used. 
However, His Frontage is Short. 


Denying a protest against the im- 
provement, the City Council yester- 
day took the initial step to paving 
Franklin avenue, a much-used thor- 
oughfare in Hollywood. The pro- 
test was made by William Mead, 
who declared that he was opposed 
to the specifications on the grounds 
that they provide for bitulithic pav- 
ing and only two concerns in the 
city are in a position to bid for the 
contract. 

As Mr. Mead represented but 229 
feet of the 8000 feet of frontage 
involved, and his statement to the 
effect that other contractors would 
be barred from bidding was contro- 
verted, the Council decided to deny 
his request. Mr. Mead insisted that 
the specifications permit bids for 
either bitulithic or asphaltum. 

Mr. Mead made the statement 
that bitulithic is a patented process, 
and, with the exception of two con- 
tractors, a charge of $1 per equare 
yard is made by the owners of the 
patent. The two concerns referred 
to, he stated, only have to pay 25 
cents per square yard. 

“This prevents the proper compe- 
tition,” Mr. Mead said. “We are not 
opposed to paving the avenue, but 
want it done at the lowest price . 
sible, and if contractors are 
mitted to bid on both bitulithic — 
asphaltum we will get the desired 
results.“ 

It was suggested that the matter 
be deferred for two weeks so the 
Counciimen could get a more com- 
prehensive idea of the situation, but 
Counciiman Farmer objected. He 
stated that the city has made a prac- 
tice of holding up improvements in- 
definitely, and, inasmuch as there 
was only one protestant, he favored 
immediate action. He was support- 
ed by a majority of his colleagues, 
and the work will be pushed.

While other citizens were indiffer- 
ent, or preoccupied, or asleep, Gen. 
Otis was alert and vigilant, plan- 
ning and conducting campaigns in 
the interest of civic betterment and 
national security. 

Like all great soldiers, he had a 
tender heart. 

“The loving are the daring, 

The bravest are the tenderest,” 
but when he was contending for the 
principles to which he had sworn 
sacred allegiance if he was some- 
times merciless it was because his 
training as a soldier taught him 
that the enemy must be vanquished 
before the ideal could be enthroned. 

If he was able to build up one 
of the few really great newspapers 
it was because it is a newspaper 
‘with a conscience. He was a prodi- 
gious worker, and highly appreciat- 
ed the sacred responsibilities which 
| are assumed by any man who un- 
dertakes to send each day a news-. 
paper into the homes and business 
houses of a community. The edi- 
torial page has been the distinguish- 
ing feature of his great paper. He 
was always an ardent patriot and 
was jealous of the rights and dig- 
nity of the flag and all of the holy 
ideals which t so beautifully sym- 
bolizes. 

FOUR-SQUARE. 

The greatest service which he has 
rendered is that during the forma- 
tive period of our wonderful city 
he stood four-square to every wind 
which blew. and has not failed to 
be in the brunt of the battle line. 
Even those who could not always 
agree with him were ready to cheer- 
fully concede that none was braver 
or truer to his patriotic convictions 
or to his personal obligations. 

It is more than a dozen years 
since the angel of the General's 
home, and the idol of his heart, and 
the inspiration of his life and la- 
bors, slipped away into the ERver- 
lasting, but one day she attuned her 
exquisite harp and sang a little song 
of rare beauty which can be fitting- 
ly recalled in commemoration of the 
achievements of her illustrious hus-:

ASPECT OF THE WAR. 
How near Germany on at least a 
dozen occasions has been to winning the 
great war, nobody but the Allled diplomats 


‘(desperately ensconced behind the bul- 


warks of their official censorship) have 
fully realized during the long agonizing 
months of the apparently inconclusive strug- 
gle. Not till Germany—by the most mag- 
nificent error in history—forced the United 
States to take the leading part in the final 
scenes of the great world tragedy, wag the 
phantom of defeat dispelled and the hope 
of final victory given definite shape. 
Prior to last April the leaders of the 
Entente alliance—lest their peoples should 
lose heart by discovering how perilously 
close to the edge of the precipice they 
were being pressed—had to play a game 
of bluff unparalleled in the annals of the 
nations. The acclamations with which the 
cabinets in London, Paris and Rome re- 
ceived the news of the Czar’s downfall 
were calculatingly exaggerated for popular 
consumption. Truly, a deposed Czar was 
better than a Czar allowed to patch up a 
hasty peace with the enemy, leaving France 
and England to get out of the mess as best 
they could. But no thinking man, blest 
with the rudiments of a political educa- 
tion, really expected that Russia in the 
throes of internal revolution could still 
take an effective part in coping with the 
well-organized and disciplined armies of the 


Central Empires. Russia's collapse de 


pressed the Allies and heartened the Prus- 
sian Junkers in spite of the blow it had 
struck at the monarchical principle of gov- 
ernment. 

Germany, in fact, at once exhibited a too 
open contempt, perhaps, for weakened Rus 
sia and possibly an over-confidence in the 
exhaustion of the British and French 


‘armies. At the same time, had her unre- 


stricted submarine warfare passed unchal- 
lenged by America; had this nation, as the 
Prussian diplomats mistakenly believed it 
would, allowed its citizens to be murdered 
and its rights on the ocean dictated from 
Berlin, contented with nothing stronger 
than a typewritten protest, then the milf 
tary powers of Central Europe held all the 
winning cards in their eager hands. 
America, however, did not wait till those 


| winning cards were laid on the table. 


America forced a new deal and so once 


more the issue was left hanging in the 


balance. 

For that is, in reality, the present aspect 
of the war—the issue is still in the bal- 
ance. A majority of the American people, 
whose patriotism is no less sterling for be- 
ing tempered with common sense, is not 
arrogantly asserting that our entry into 


the conflict will speedily bring it to a def- 


inite conclusion. That mistake the British 
made, in supposing that material prepon- 
derance alone was strong enough to break 
down the Prussian resistance. Forty mil- 
lion dollars a day is the price they are pay- 
ing for that hallucination. 
Dur army leaders and our well-informed 
statesmen know that this country must 
bring all its latent powers and resources 
to bear effectively on the conflict before 
the Prussians will be ready to cry quits. 
Let us as disinterested bystanders face the 
facts squarely. Then as red-hot patriots 
#e shall be better ready to meet them. 
Our declaration of war, after it had had 
three months to seep into the conscious- 
ness of the Wen people, has not as yet 
detached them from their faith in their 
Kaiser and the prowess of his armies. 
Prussian paranoia will not die so easily. 


If political Germany shows signs of disin- | 


tegration, those signs are no less present 
among the rank and file of her European 
opponents. After the removal of consti- 
tuted authority Russia quickly lost all 
stomach for the fray. If any one man, 
even though that man be the heroic Keren- 
sky, can instantaneously direct the disor- 
ganized millions of Russia, it will be one 
of those miracles that sometimes, but not 
often. confound all human calculations, 
Since, however, the American people have 
been forced into the fight, they wil! rely on 
no miracles, no superhuman personalities, 
no unexpected intervention of providence 
to see the dreadful business through. By 
mechanical rules Prussia should have won 
the victory in six months. War is a busi- 
ness and its success depends on observing 
the same rules and procedures that decide 
the fortunes of the nobler businesses of 
peace. And in all business the prime ele 
ment in the equation is the human factor. 
That constituted from the very start the 
weakness of Germany and that at the fin- 
ish will distinguish the strength of Amer. 
lea. As the war progresses its aspect 
grows less mechanical and more human, 
and in the end humanity will beat the ma- 
chine. 


ANSAS CITY AND HER UNION 

STATION. 

For twenty years the people of Kansas 
City, led by the Star, hammered at the rafl- 
roads for a union station. It was a long, 
hard fighi—but Kansas City won. They 
now have one of the three biggest and fin- 
est stations in this country. The station 
proper cost some six or seven million dol- 
lars; but the rearrangement of railroad 
trackage, the excavations and fills neces- 
sary to put all trackage below grade; the 
viaducts, bridges, readjustment of sewers, 
with freight terminals and other new facil- 
ities, rolled up a total of fifty millions 
which the Terminal Station Company, 
made up of the various railway companies 


| interested, expended altogether. - 


And this new union station is making 
Kansas City over. The expenditure of such 
a sum of money, most of which was lo- 
cally distributed, was alone an important 
factor in putting new life into the bust- 
ness and industrial interests of the town. 
Bringing the town up to the standard of 
its magnificent station and terminal facill- 
ties, means many changes. Streets are be 
ing widened; a park and plaza are to face 
the new station and maintain the favorable 
impression gained at entrance. Buildings 
are being constructed and reconstructed 
along the streets approaching the new de- 
pot. A new spirit of enterprise has been 
developed. 

The railroads paid the entire cost of the 
necessary changes connected with the re- 
moval of grade crossings and the recon- 
struction of their systems. They paid for 
viaducts, bridges and sewers. Their er- 
penditures exceeded by ten millions, at 
least, their first estimate. In return, the 
city extended their franchises for two hun- 
dred years. The value of such an exten- 
sion is very problematic—it is Mable to au- 
tomatically kill iteelf as time and increase

of population go on, and demands for 
more space and facilities change. 

Los Angeles has talked about and recom- 
mended a union station for a good many 
years. Certain organizations, The Times, 
and a number of individuals have strongly 
advocated the Plaza site as the logical 
point for terminal facilities for all railroads 
now entering the city, as well as for those 
which may come in the future. But the 
power which can only be applied by gen- 
eral public opinion has never been brought 
to bear upon our depot problem. The gen- 
ral public has always remained indiffer 
ent—apathetic, and thus the railroads have 
followed out their own individual plans, 
adapted to their private interests—and 
grade crossings and obsolete or inadequate 
facilities have been permitted to remain. 

This city does not expect the railroads 
to expend the millions lavished in Kansas 
City—one of the greatest railway junctions 
in the world. But we have come to the 
time when grade crossings must go—and 
in abolishing grade crosaings, some com- 
prehensive and lasting changes of present 
conditions are absolutely necessary. The 
proposed station at the plaza, beyond ques- 
tion, offers the best solution of these . 
ficulties. The proposition of the South 
Pacific company to carry tracks to the cen- 
ter of the city by an unsightly and dan- 
gerous elevated system should not for a 
moment receive consideration. Nor, it 
would seem, ig there any justice in the de- 
mand that the city bear a portion of the 
cost of readjusting the railway crossings. 
The city has given these companies fran- 
chises that are invaluable—franchises that 
are almost prohibitory of other lines enter- 
ing its territory. The railroads have been 
an important factor in the upbuilding of 
the greater Los Angeles, it is true. But 
have they borne their fair share of the bur- 
den? Have they aided in making this city 
attractive to the tourists and safe to res 
dents they have brought here? Have they 
given our industries a square deal? The 
history of the State and of the city 
sewers these questions. 

But the time for readjustment has come. 
How this readjustment is carried out—the 
manner in which grade crossings are elimi- 
pated and terminal facilities given to Los 
Angeles—that will have a most important 
bearing on the future advancement of this 
city. The present opportunity to secure 
the right and lasting solution of these prob- 
lems should not be allowed to slip through 


our fingers. But this is just what wil! hap- 


pen unless the public awakens. It is for 
the people of Los Angeles to see that the 
right thing is done NOW.

PEACE ON THE QUI VIVE.

We are all sighing—belligerently— 
for a permanent peace. It is quite 
the most seductive phrase in the lan- 
Suage just now. 

But the terms of the peace! 
that is a very different matter. 
the belligerents have such different 
conceptions of the peace that would 
be permanent! Still, it is interest- 
ing to note how modified they have 
become as the war drags wearily, 
mercilessly on. It is still rather dis- 
reputable to yearn for an immediate 
peace, especially on the status quo 
ante, sans conquest and sans in- 
demnity. We are no mollycoddle 
pacifists, we cannot afford to yearn 
for anything but a sumptuous, rather 
bloody peace, with the Kaiser, pref- 
erably, for arch-martyr. 

And Allied statesmen make elo- 
quent and profound speeches about 


the criminal foolishness of making | 


a peace that leaves Germany un- 
crushed, militaristic, a perpetual 
menace to the peace of the world. 

Of course, it is hearsay, almost 
traitorous to breathe it aloud, and 
ret. . there is a word to be 
said for such a peace, a peace with 
the whole world on the qui vive, a 
peace rampant with keen competi- 
tion and that knowledge which is 
power, A in which !: behooves 
every nation ta keep up tc the mark, 
alert, trained physically and men- 
tally, watchful, proud, decently and 
practically patriotic, an essentially 
self-conscious peace. A stern and 
courageous peace, devoid of cancer- 
ous, insidious self-indulgence and 
pampered luxury, devoid of voluptu- 
ous security and comfort-loving, 
pleasure-loving deterioration. An ef- 
ficient, rather splendid peace, beset 
by thrilling dangers from hour to 
hour, a peace that is unafraid, un- 
ashamed, good-humored, sublimely 
courteous, because it can afford to 
be. In short, a very human peace, 
the sort of peace we can keep so 
amiably with our neighbor in the 
conscious knowledge that the city 
has a first<lass police force. 

The sort of peace, permanent, 
peace we all seem to crave, the 
lovey, dovey, wish-washy peace, pros- 
perity and plenty, the thornless rose, 
the stingless bee, the sugar-coated 
pill, the toothless lion, the clawless 
eagle, the beribboned bulldog is a 
spineless, slushy, mushy sort of 
peace that lacks glamour, smothers 
endeavor, creates cheap sentimen- 
tality and sitsifies masculinity. It 
seems, after all, just a little lud 
crous that millions of the world’s 
brave warrior men should be dying 
to achieve this sort of a peace. 

We are so afraid of giving the 
enemy a breatiiing spell, that bogey 
“breathing spell” of world peace in 
which we picture him forever con- 
juring his forces for our undoing. 
But that same breathing spell might 
be highly advantageous to us allies— 


emy Were a perpetual manace to us? 
A little concerted breathing would 
make us a much more impressive 
menace to film. And every normal 
man loves danger; it is the very 
breath of his life. A peace that en- 
joyed all the excitement and intens- 
ity of perpetual danger might rea- 
sonably create nations of men, su- 
permen, such ag the world has never 
seen. Those “cankers of a calm 
world and long peace” would lose 
their insidiousness, with menaces on 
both sides frankly recognized, appre- 
ciated, and every nation cherishing 


| its clean-cut, manly, peaceful war- 


riors for prevention instead of for 
cure. 

All life is beset by menaces—they 
are evidently good for us. “Big 
fleas have little fleas upon their 
backs to bite ‘em and little fleas 
have other fleas and so ad infint- 
tum.” All nature is at war, not a 
breathing particle of life but what 
has been carefully provided with a 
ready-made menace. History may 
yet record that Kaiserism has done 
the world a great service. To fight 
blindly on, muddling, slaughtering, 
suffering as we are in order that 
We may utterly abolish this tonic 
from the world, to work ourselves 
sick and exhausted today that we 
may lie abed all tomorrow, seems a 
poor sort of ideal. The good house- 
keeper does not let the house get 


so filthy that it breaks hearts and 


spirits to clean it up; she maintains 
a good average cleanliness, keeps 
her house in order. She does not 
whine for the abolition of dirt, she 
finds it more expedient and satis- 
factory to curb its insidiousness 
with daily efficiency.

It would rather be the greater 
courage, perhaps, to let it live, crip- 
pled and dejected to be sure, but 
live, just to show that we are un- 
afraid. 
And all the time we could keep 
our peace—alert, smiling, satirical. 
The piquant, dangerous, competitive 
peace that makes men strong, that 
permanent qui vive that brooks no 
slothful slumber. Then, indeed, 
peace might have charms and at- 
tribu of virtue of which the 
paciflat never dreamed.

The man ran down the rock 
jetty toward the light at the south 
end of the island. When he climbed 
on top of the jetty the sentry fired. 
The man threw up his hands and 
fell into the water. No further 
trace of him was found. ;

crop report indicating a condition of 
70.3 per cent., exactly the same as a 
month ago, was a great surprise to 
the cotton trade, which had looked 
for a condition of about 73.3 per 
cent., and immediately on its publi- 
cation this morning there was a rush 
to cover, which sent prices up 1% 
cents a pound within ten or fifteen 
minutes. October contracts, which 
had sold at 23.74 just before the re- 
port was issued, advanced to 25. 
or 156 points from the lowest, a 
129 points above Ttesday’s closing 
figures. Sharp reactions followed, 
but the market closed steady, with 
final prices showing net advances of 
from 81 to 77 points for the day. 
While the government report 
showed no change in the condition of 
the crop as compared with last 
month, the indicated crop was larger, 
amounting to 11,949,000 bales, com- 
pared with 11,633,000 bales, the indi- 
eation as of June 25. The increased 
indication was due to the fact that 
on the average the crop has shown a 
deterioration for the month of July.
